In this book, The Heretics, Walter Nigg has turned up 
the carpet and unloosed the demons we insist are not there. 
The label "heretic" was applied to anyone whose opinion 
was different and who knew that there is one thing that an 
institution cannot do for a man — be his conscience. 

Rather than considering the persecution of heretics as a 
mere footnote in our history, we may find that the record 
is of provocative significance to us today if we are seriously 
desirous of coming to terms with the whole of human 
reality. Helene Jameson has read most of Rev. Nigg's book 
for us in a 17 program series to begin Monday, June 20th 
at 9 a.m. 

Walter Nigg, who is also assistant professor at the Uni- 
versity of Zurich, will discuss such phenomena as the 
Gnostics, the Cathars, the Inquisition, and the Waldensians, 
as well as such individuals as The Emperor Julian, Martin 
Luther, Leo Tolstoy, and Baruch Spinoza.

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Historic Reversal for the FCC 



The following article by Robert Lewis 
Shay on is reprinted from the May 7, 
1966, issue of the Saturday Review. 

Three judges of the U. S. Court of 
Appeals in the District of Columbia, 
in a lucid, historic opinion, have liter- 
ally changed the rules of broadcasting 
regulation — opening the way for the 
public to have a voice in determining 
whether a station has operated in the 
public interest. They held, on March 
25, 1966, that the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission erred in renewing 
the license of WLBT, a television sta- 
tion in Jackson, Mississippi, and they 
directed the Commission to hold hear- 
ings on the station's renewal applica- 
tion. 

The case, under FCC scrutiny since 
1955, would never have come to so 
unexpected and stunning a denoue- 
ment, had it not been for the Office of 
Communication of The United Church 
of Christ, directed by the Reverend 
Everett C. Parker. In 1964 the church 
petitioned the Commission to deny 
WLBT's application for renewal. It 
asked for hearings to present evidence 
that the station was guilty of racial and 
religious discrimination and of exces- 
sive commercialism. The FCC, by a 
four to two vote, dismissed the petition 
and granted the Jackson station a re- 
stricted, conditional license renewal for 
one year instead of the customary three. 
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The Commission, in effect, thus ac- 
cepted the charges of the church's Of- 
fice of Communication, but ruled that 
the city "needed" a second TV station, 
and put WLBT on probation. Chair- 
man E. William Henry and Commis- 
sioner Kenneth A. Cox dissented vig- 
orously from the majority view, arguing 
that a renewal could not properly be 
granted until hearings resolved factual 
issues raised by the church petition. 
Ordinarily that would have ended the 
matter: the FCC had "ducked" another 
tough case, shown leniency to a licen- 
see, and refused to give a public group, 
the United Church of Christ, "stand- 
ing" which would have made hearings 
mandatory under the provisions of the 
Communications Act. 

The right to intervene officially in a I 
license renewal had been granted only 
on grounds of "economic injury" or 
"electrical interference." Standing, thus, 
traditionally had been granted to com- 
peting stations but not to the listening 
public. Presumably the audience did 
not suffer any "injury," and allowing it 
standing "would pose great administra- , 
tive burdens" on the Commission. Mr. 
Parker, backed by his church, deemed 
the matter too important to drop. Ig- 
noring the gloomy predictions of top 
communications lawyers, he appealed ] 
the FCC decision to the federal court. 

The Court of Appeals judges — 
Burger, McGowan and Tamm — had 



probably never attended a convention 
of the National Association of Broad- 
casters. More interested in theoretical 
law than in industry practices, they 
looked at the record and stood the FCC 
on its head at every point of the argu- 
ment. They emphasized that "stand- 
ing is accorded to persons not for the 
protection of their private interests but 
only to vindicate the public interest." 

"We cannot believe," the judges 
added, "that the Congressional man- 
date of public participation . . . was 
meant to be limited to writing letters to 
the Commission, to inspection of rec- 
ords, to the Commission's grace in con- 
sidering listener claims, or to mere 
non-participating appearances at hear- 
ing .. . Consumers are generally among 
the best vindicators of the public inter- 
est. In order to safeguard the pubHc 
interest in broadcasting, therefore, we 
hold that some 'audience participation' 
must be allowed in Ucense renewal 
proceedings." 

As for WLBT's license, it is not long 
for this world if the FCC takes seri- 
ously one sentence of the Court's opin- 
ion: "We agree that a history of pro- 
graming misconduct of the kind alleged 
would preclude, as a matter of law, the 
required findings that renewal of the 
license would serve the public interest." 
The key phrase is "as a matter of 
law." It suggests the irrelevance of any 

reforms WLBT may adopt during its 
probationary period. "When past per- 
formance is in conflict with public in- 
terest," the judges said, "a very heavy 
burden rests on the renewal applicant 
to show how a renewal can be recon- 
ciled with the public interest." 



The judges squelched the FCC's 
argument that Jackson "needed" the 
WLBT renewal, even though the sta- 
tion had been unfair to its Negro com- 
munity (50 percent of the area popula- 
tion). The area, said the Court, might 
better be served "with one TV outlet 
acutely conscious that adherence to the 
fairness doctrine is a sine qua non of 
every Hcensee." The Commission, thor- 
oughly spanked, has decided not to 
appeal to the Supreme Court; and it 
has ordered a hearing. WLBT could 
appeal, but it would be foolish to go 
to the hight court with a case so appar- 
ently blemished with racial discrimina- 
tion. The church's Office of Communi- 
cation, preparing for the hearing, re- 
ports that the station even now is still 
discriminating against the Jackson 
Negro community. 

Mr. Parker deserves an award for 
courageous public service. His church 
has show 1 the way not only to other 
churches concerned with the impact of 
the media on their congregations, but 
also to civic associations, professional, 
societies, unions, and educational insti- 
tutions. Captious or purely obstructive 
protests are not in order. But informed, 
organized monitoring and evaluating of 
performance versus promise, as the 
court stated, can provide "a means for 
reflection of listener appraisal" of a 
licensee's statutory obligation to oper- 
ate in the public interest. 

Perhaps the FCC in the future will 
hesitate to renew a license without a 
hearing when serious issues of fact are 
involved, and stations will hesitate be- 
fore politely brushing off complaints 
from articulate public groups.
